700 NEW JOBS 


BANBURY'S £25m town centre 
expansion of Castle Quay shopping 
centre could create more than 700 
new jobs. 

Outline plans have been submitted to 
build a supermarket, new car park with up 
to 640 spaces, a cinema, 92-bedroom hotel, 
restaurants and cafes on land next to the 
Oxford Canal and former leisure centre site 
off Spiceball Park Road. 

The supermarket would be built on stilts 
and its underground car park could be used 
for flood water 
storage as part of the 
town's flooding 
defence. 

Plans, by Castle 
Quay owner Scottish 
Widows and Scottish 
Widows Unit Funds, 
include demolishing 
the north car park at 
Castle Quay and the 
General Foods Sports and Social Club. 

A retail impact assessment report claims 
the 4.69-hectare re-development could 
boost the town centre by £29m. 

Cherwell District Council confirmed the 
planning application was expected to be 
decided by January 9. 

Two new bridges could also be built 
across the River Cherwell and canal - 
creating a "glazed canopy over the Oxford

Canal". The plans have been welcomed by 
Banbury & District Chamber of Commerce 
but the business organisation said it must 
integrate with the rest of the town centre. 

Chairman Richard Hunter said: "Broadly 
speaking we think it's brilliant for the town 
and should be really exciting, just as long as 
other areas of the town are not forgotten and 
there's support to help those areas - such as 
Bolton Road, High 
Street and Parson's 
Street. 

"The fact it brings 
716 jobs is really a 
great thing for the 
town, especially with 
the new housing 
development." 

A transport survey 
has highlighted 
potential concerns at the Southam Road/ 
Castle Street / North Bar Street/Warwick 
Road junction over whether it can cope with 
a future increase in traffic, and would need 
to be improved. 

There is some opposition to the plans. 

Thirty-one elderly residents in nearby 
Chamberlaine Court, off Spiceball Park 
Road, have submitted a petition opposing 
the development over noise concerns and 


fears that their health could suffer during 
building work. 

If plans are approved, Scottish Widows 
hopes to complete building work by the end 
of 2015, with cinema and hotel open and 
trading by the spring of 2016. The firm 
refused to reveal which supermarket was 
involved, but said it had had interest from 
national restaurant chains for other units. 

• Scottish Widows faces the council in court 
this week after bringing a judicial review over 
an out-of-town retail park. The firm said the 
plan for the "Banbury Gateway" park at 
Wildmere Industrial Estate, near Junction 11 
of the M40, would damage town trade and 
other possible sites were not considered 
enough.

Writers in race to dash 
off a 50,000-word novel

to halt authors

WRITERS across Oxfordshire are 
putting pen to paper - or fingers to 
keyboards - to try writing a 50,000- 
word novel in one month. 

The challenge is part of National 
Novel Writing Month and at least 150 
people in the county are expected to join 
a further 500,000 around the world. 

Now in its 15th year, the event is 
aimed at encouraging anybody who 
wants to write a book to have a go and 
reach the minimum target of words by 
11.59pm, November 30. 

Chris Pears, of Banbury, is its 26-year- 
old volunteer coordinator for Oxfordshire 
and has been participating since 2007 - 
despite also having a full-time job in 
finance. 

She said: "I have a friend who was 
doing it one year and thought it would 


be a good way to improve my writing." 

After failing the first time round but 
succeeding every year since, she said the 
secret was to not worry too much about 
perfection. 

This year, she is writing a sci-fi story. 

"On average, it is only 1,667 words 


per day. Some people end up writing 
much more than that," she said. 

"It is not about writing a perfect novel. 
It is just a way of getting the words out. 
You can go back to it after the month is 
over and change it then." 

Ms Pears said she expected about 30 


of Oxfordshire's writers to attend regular 
write-ins, which are held regularly 
around the county. 

Mum-of-five Claire McCauley is 
having a go for the first time. She 
claimed that a busy family life actually 
helped her to write. 

Thirty-six-year-old Mrs McCauley said: 
"I have written two novels around my 
family. 

"Aspiring writers should not give up 
their day jobs because when you are too 
busy for writer's block, you get more 
done." 

She has already had her children's 
stories published before in a book 
compiled by the acclaimed author of 
We're going on a Bear Hunt , Michael 
Rosen. 

"I get up early and write, before the 
kids wake up and that's when I get the 
most done," she said. 

"I have to do other things around the 
house like washing and drying and I 
have to pick up my youngest from 
nursery at midday. 

"Some of my writing is done in the 
evenings as well, after I put the kids to 
bed, and I'll be doing a lot more this 
month so I can keep up." 

It is still the longest thing she will have 
ever written though, she adds. 

"But now I've told the whole of 
Oxfordshire, I suppose I'll have to 
finish."

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Jury is selected as scrap metal yard trial begins 


THE trial of five men, arrested when police 
raided a North Oxfordshire scrap metal yard, 
began on Monday. 

The defendants deny charges of attempting to 
acquire and convert criminal property after 
police raided Smiths of Bloxham, in May last 
year. 

Peter Smith, 68, of Bloxham Road, Bloxham, 
has denied charges of attempting to acquire and 
convert criminal property. 


Tommy Smith, 36, of Bloxham Road, Bloxham; 
Joey Smith, 23, of Milton Road, Adderbury; 

Henry Penfold, 21, of Tadmarton Road, Bloxham, 
and Matthew Miles, 25, of Main Street, Great 
Bourton, also denied the same charges. 

In total, they pleaded not guilty to 43 counts 
allegedly committed between January and May 
last year. 

They will now face trial in connection with the 
purchase of stripped power cables, a Mitsubishi 


FTO coupe, cigarettes and BT cables which, the 
prosecution alleges, they knew or suspected to 
be stolen. 

Tommy Smith also denied possessing a 
shotgun without a licence and possessing a 
prohibited weapon on May 29 last year. 

No evidence had been heard as the Banbury 
Cake went to press, but a jury was selected. 

The trial is expected to last three weeks.

School buses 


in cuts bid 


COUNCIL officials say they are 
looking at saving up to £2m by 
withdrawing free school buses for 
some pupils - months after postponing 
similar plans. 

Oxfordshire County Council has 
announced it wants to hold a series of talks 
with parents over the plans as it aims to 
make £61 m of savings to its overall budget. 

At the moment, all pupils can get a free 
bus to school in their catchment area - even 
if there are closer schools they could go to. 

Earlier this year, the authority caused 
outrage after it proposed charging eligible 
parents up to £584 a year if they did not 
send their child to the nearest school. 

Now, after carrying out a review in the 
wake of that backlash, it says it still wants to 
push on with ending free bus services for 
some youngsters. 

The council says that it is not sustainable 
for pupils to benefit from free buses when 
there are closer schools instead. 

But the authority says that some pupils 
who live close to two schools - those in 
what they are calling travel areas, such as 
where a village has two nearby schools - 
could still be able to benefit from free 
transport if they do not necessarily go to the

closest establishment. Melinda Tilley, cabinet 
member for children, education and families, 
said the Conservative-led authority had "used 
the time since to consider the feedback 
received and put new options on the table for 
public comment". 

She said: "The reason we are looking at 
travel areas is because there are some 
anomalies where the nearest school is one no- 
one has ever gone to and there is no 
association with it." 

The new plans would also see a rise in the 
cost of concessionary fares for school pupils 
and post-16 students not entitled to free buses. 

Under the council's new plans, it will set 
up travel areas within which eligible 
youngsters can still go to a local school of 
their choosing free. 

The changes will apply only to children 
who live too far from home to walk - two 
miles for under-eights and three miles for over¬ 
eights. 

The earliest they would start for some 
pupils under the proposals is September, 

2015, but they could be phased in more 
gradually. 

A campaign group said the re-drafted plans

did not go far enough. Sue Moon, of Oxon 
School Bus Action Group, said: "Obviously we 
object to them bringing back the nearest school 
proposals when 95 per cent of parents and 
governors objected to this.

Benefits fraudster to repay £7,000 


A 59-YEAR-OLD man has been told 
to repay more than £7,000 in benefits 
after he failed to report a friend had 
moved in with him.

Flett was sentenced at Banbury 
Magistrates' Court last week to 100 
hours unpaid community work, and 
told to pay a £60 victims' surcharge 
and £250 costs. 

The cash includes £7,289.69 in 
council tax and housing benefit and 
£1,045.45 in overpayment for a claim 
for single person council tax discount.

Bridge has 
been associated with tweed and 
older people, but with the growing 
popularity of online poker and 
bridge, the people buying cards are 
also from a much younger age 
group. 

"I ended up designing some 
contemporary styles and they have 
been quite successful." 

She tracked down the last card 
printer in England, based in Canvey 
Island, Essex, to produce her 
designs. 

"We are slowly increasing our 
range of products and aim to have 
as many as possible made here in 
the UK - we also use local 
businesses for our courier, 
bookkeeping, photographic and 
packing services." 

She believes that despite the 
popularity of online card games, 
everyone needs digital downtime. 

"When I play bridge with my 
friends, it's almost like therapy. 

"We all lead busy lives, 


answering emails all day long, and 
when you play cards you can switch 
off. We discuss our children and 
work, but you have to use your 
brain a bit. We all need time out." 

She is keen to grow the business 
- but not too much. 

"We're just a profitable smaller 
company. I don't mind growing a 
little bit more, but I certainly don't 
want to be a big business. 

"I'm based in a small village and I 
use local suppliers. I've built up a 
nice little network. 

"With Mullet Press, people put 
you in their address book and if you 
don't mess up, you stay there. We 
print wedding invitations and then 
the change of address cards and 
birth announcements. You follow 
people through their lives." 

More than two-thirds of her 
playing card gifts are sold in the 
run-up to Christmas, both online 
and through a growing number of 
small gift shops throughout the UK.

TECHNOLOGY is no threat to the youngsters of 
today. And that cultural shift has been adopted by 
researchers who want to help youngsters with Type 
1 diabetes to learn to manage their sugar levels. 

A new phone app, called Monster Manor , aims to do 
this by giving children rewards when they remember to 
input their blood sugar levels. 

Charlie Evans was diagnosed with Type 1 diabetes - 
which needs to be treated with insulin - when he was 
only two years old. He was one of the first children in the 
country to be able to use the app and he is already starting 
to see the benefits. Now nine years old, he is taking more 
responsibility over his diabetes 
management. 

His mum, Angela Spilby, said 
the youngster, of The Fairway, 
Banbury, had taken well to the 
app. 

She said: "He has only really 
been using it a week, but it makes 
sure that he takes his readings 
throughout the day, and when he 
is at school, where I can't nag 
him. 

"He is already starting to see 
how useful it is. 

"He is such an active boy and 
there is one part where you can 
see the levels in a type of graph, 
which lets him see if there are any 
patterns to his glucose levels, 
such as if he drops to a low level 
when he plays sport." 

Charlie said: "I really like the 
game. It is fun and it makes me 
remember to take the readings." 
Type 1 diabetes is often

referred to as insulin-dependent 
diabetes and is more often 
discovered when a person is 
younger. 

Insulin regulates blood glucose 
levels and if those are too high, 
the body's organs can be seriously 
damaged. 

Doctors think the new app will 
help younger patients, between 
the ages of six and 13, to operate 
better with their condition and 
recognise any patterns that arise. 

More than 100 children signed 
up to the app, which was 
launched at the Oxford Centre for 
Diabetes, Endocrinology and 
Metabolism at the Churchill 
Hospital last month. 

Dr Katharine Owen, a diabetes 
consultant, is a member of the 
team spearheading the app. 

She said: "We want to try to 
improve the care of people around 
what treatment they are given and 


how they can manage their 
diabetes better by taking a more 
technological approach. 

"We heard about this app and 
wanted to get involved." 

The new app is part of a new 
Diabetes Clinical Network that 
will see its effectiveness evaluated 
in a comprehensive manner. 

Dr Owen said: "If children 
become more aware and more 
responsible for their diabetes, then 
they are less likely to develop 
problems. 

"This is a really fun way of 
doing this and technology can 
really help to engage with 
children. This is hopefully going to 
have a lasting impact on the 
children using it." 

She said all children who were 
using it would be asked for 
feedback to help improve and 
develop the app, as well as to see 
how it had affected them.

Network, said: "The diabetes 
network is off to a great start and 
is the first of eight clinical 
networks we are funding. 

"This initiative is a great 
example of how NHS clinicians 
and leading researchers can work 
with industry to improve patients' 
health and well-being."

Fewer line up in 
the dole queue 

■ THE number of people signing on 
the dole in the county has fallen for the 
seventh successive month. 

Latest figures from the Office for 
National Statistics show 5,498 people 
were claiming Jobseeker’s Allowance 
in September, 253 fewer than the 
previous month. The figure is at its 
lowest since November 2008. There 
are now 1,202 fewer people claiming 
the benefit than at the same time last 
year. Nationally, the claimant count 
fell by 41,700, the biggest monthly 
fall since June 1997.

Health boss in bid 
to split his lead role 



THE chief executive of one 
of Oxfordshire's main 
health organisations is 
giving up the role, after just 
seven months. 

Dr Stephen Richards was 
appointed to lead Oxfordshire's 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
- which purchases 
Oxfordshire's healthcare - 
when it was created in April 1. 

But now he has said that the 
demands have been too great 
and it is proposed to split his 
role. 

Dr Richards intends to 
become lead clinician and 
plans to hire a new senior 
manager to take over his 
managerial responsibilities. 

This will allow him more 
time to discuss and come up 
with ideas alongside other 
clinicians to improve the 
county's healthcare. 

He said 75 per cent of the 
country's 212 CCGs used the 
same model, but it had not 
been put in place earlier

because the scale of the 
challenge facing Oxfordshire 
had only become apparent 
recently. 

Dr Richards - who will lose 
the role as chief executive and 
instead become clinical 
chairman, but will continue to 
lead the organisation - 
categorically denied this 
showed the Government's 
clinical commissioning groups, 
brought in to bring GPs to the 
centre of healthcare 
commissioning in place of 
primary care trusts, had failed. 

The proposal will now go to 
the group's members to be 
ruled on. 

A decision is expected in the 
new few weeks and Dr 
Richards said he had spoken to 
colleagues and the idea had 
"strong support". 

If it is agreed, Dr Richards 
said he hoped the new 


manager would be in place by 
April 1, next year. 

He denied the organisation 
would lack management and 
be "soft pedalling" until then. 

Dr Richards said he did not 
know the cost of hiring a new 
manager and said the cost of 
consulting the members was 
"negligible". 

As it was set up, the OCCG 
revealed it had to find £25m of 
savings in its first year to meet 
its £650m budget, while at the 
same time the pressures on the 
health service had increased. 

Last month, OCCG said that 
in the worst-case scenario it 
could be £11.1 m in deficit by 
the end of the financial year 
and, although expected to meet 
its budget, would have to 
spend all its £6.9m reserves to 
do so. 

Dr Richards said: "This is 
recognition that Oxfordshire, 
while not unique, has 
particular challenges and needs 
a stronger clinical voice."

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Thor swings his hammer 
in disappointing sequel 


THOR: THE DARK WORLD (12 A, 
112 mins) Action/Sci- 
Fi/Romance/Comedy. Chris 
Hemsworth, Natalie Portman, Tom

A s big and muscular as its 
titular hammer-swinging 
hunk, and equally short on 
sparkling repartee, Thor: The Dark 
World is a sequel-by-numbers that 
slots neatly into the ever expanding 
Marvel Comics universe. 

There are verbal references to 
yesteryear's The Avengers, a cameo 
by one of Thor's fellow superheroes 
and a teaser during the end credits 
that introduces The Collector 
(Benicio Del Toro), who figures 
prominently in next summer's 
Guardians Of The Galaxy. 

If nothing else - and there isn't 
much else - Alan Taylor's film is a 
master-class in brand recognition. 

The Dark World squanders the 
strongest actors, including Tom 
Hiddleston as arch-villain Loki, in 
order to focus on the miasma of 
slick digital effects. 

Screenwriters Christopher Yost, 
Christopher Markus and Stephen 
McFeeley bamboozle us with their 
cod-science, spinning a fantastical 
yarn about an alignment of worlds 
every 5,000 years which allows "an 
ancient darkness to strike". 

The Dark Elves of Svartalfheim 
led by Malekith (Christopher 
Eccleston) and second-in-command 
Algrim (Adewale Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje) intend to unleash a fluid 


called the Aether, which will plunge 
the Nine Realms into eternal 
darkness. 

Throwing a spanner in the works, 
astrophysicist Jane Foster (Natalie 
Portman) has been exposed to the 
swirling gelatinous goo, which now 
courses through her veins. 

Thus, Malekith and his hench- 
elves launch an assault on Asgard, 
where Thor (Chris Hemsworth) has 
concealed Jane in the hope that his 
father Odin (Sir Anthony Hopkins) 
can extract the Aether from his 
sweetheart. 

When that glimmer of hope is 
snuffed out, the crown prince of 
Asgard turns to his nefarious 
adoptive brother, Loki (Hiddleston), 
for help. 

Meanwhile, back on Earth, Jane's 
mentor Dr Erik Selvig (Stellan 
Skarsgard), colleague Darcy (Kat 
Dennings) and intern Ian (Jonathan 
Howard) prepare for Armageddon 
as realms collide with cataclysmic 
consequences. 

Thor: The Dark World ricochets 
noisily between action, comedy and 
romance, punctuating set pieces 
with deadpan humour, like when 
Thor accidentally destroys an 
ancient statue of Bor and Loki 
quips, "Well done, you just 
decapitated your grandfather!" 

A couple of plot twists, including 
the miraculous resurrection of one 
key character, cause almost as 
much head-scratching as the use of 
wormholes to travel between the 
Nine Realms. 

Hemsworth swings his hammer 
with gusto but there's no obvious 
sexual chemistry with Portman and 
Eccleston's chief villain doesn't have 
sufficient screen time to become 
more than a minor irritation.

ASK any racing driver and they'll 
tell you that you can never have too 
much power. And while you might 
think the 20 horsepower hike for 
Mercedes' SLS is small beer, the 
car's new total still stands at a 
healthy 591. 

So in reality this revised SLS - 
now with an added 'GT' to its name 
- is plenty powerful enough for the 
open road. 

At first glance, it's no less an 
intimidating beast than when it was 
first launched. The only obvious 
external clues to this being the 
revised car are the red brake calipers 
(bronze if you opt for carbon stop¬ 
pers), carbon mirror housings and 
darkened headlights. 

Once you are behind the wheel 
(via some theatrical motions of the 
car's gull-wing doors and a quickly- 
learnt knack of not hitting your head 
while sliding into the car's bucket 
seats) your view is filled with the 
car's long, wide bonnet. The various 
controls and displays will be familiar 
to fans of other AMG cars, but the 
noise after pressing the starter button 
will not. The SLS might use AMG's 
6.2-litre V8 engine, a staple unit for 
many years, but its raucous, hard- 
edged sound is the result of some 
serious fettling by AMG engineers. 

The result is 591 horsepower for 
this revised motor and the promise 
of a limited 199mph top speed and 
a zero to 62mph sprint time of 3.7 
seconds — 0.1 faster than the old 
car. With its twin, flush tailpipes 


emitting everything from thunderous 
roars to the pops and bangs of a 
race-tuned competition car, the SLS 
not only looks the part but sounds it 
too. 

On the road the SLS makes no 
attempt to disguise its performance 
potential. Rumbling around town at 
sedate speeds you know people are 
looking. It's partly the car's appear¬ 
ance but mainly the noise - even at 
low speeds there's an urgent rumble 
from the car's tailpipes. 

Thankfully the SLS is anything but 
a beast to drive in town. You sit low 
down but soon get used to the cabin 
layout, the auto gearbox and how to 
best position the car for round¬ 
abouts, junctions and the like. 

Predictably, though, the SLS 
excels away from the city limits. 

Acceleration is rapid and the 
engine noise intoxicating. GT spec 
also means a faster-acting auto gear¬ 
box. And while not as quick as a

One in three have driven without valid MoT 


NEW findings show that a third of 
motorists have driven a car 
knowing it has no MoT. 

The Society of Motor 

Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) surveyed 1,000 UK 
motorists and found that, of 
those that have driven a car 
without a valid MOT, 67% 
admitted driving for up to a 
week before the retest, 24% 
for up to a month, 7% for up 
to six months and 2% for more 
than six months. 

The research has been carried out 
in partnership with car 
manufacturers and their dealer 
networks throughout the UK, 


including Jaybee Motors, in 
Banbury, as part of the 
industry's 'Minute Or Two' 
initiative, which encourages 
motorists to carry out 10
